Unionist lead ers are growling becau se the 
Eisenhower ad ministration feels responsible for 
refereeing all the play ers in the labor-manage 
merit contests—not ju st the managers. 
The technological-u nemploy ed are peev ed ! 
becau se history ’s highest rate of employ ment 
isn’t high enou gh to wipe one u nemploy ment 
altogether. 
Tax pay ers are d isgru ntled becau se of the high 
price of meeting the d emand s they make on 
gov ernment; i.e., max imu m secu rity , max imu m 
serv ices, max imu m aid for highway s, aid for 
schools, aid for their old maid au nts. 
Oil and gas operators are d ispleased becau se 
Presid ent Eisenhower rebu ked them for ov er­ 
lobby ing a bill they wanted by v etoing it. 
Creeping socializers are mad enou gh to spit. 
Hou sewiv es are raising their ey ebrows ov er 
the cost of liv ing, which reflects the ev er-rising 
wage scale. 
Carpers are u nhappy becau se John Foster 
Du lles can’t stop international bickering. 
There nev er is 
any lack of griev ances 
against an ad ministration in power. Bu t in this 
instance, there are no big griev ances. 
Besid es “liking Ike,** moreov er, most people 
like Ike’s id eas abou t being presid ent of all the 
people. They like his spu nk, his way of d oing 
things, his composu re, his d ignity . 
There is one thing in particu lar we like. 
We like Ike’s id eas abou t the gov ernment of 
the United States. It is gov ernment, after all, 
that shou ld be the issu e in a presid ential cam­ 
paign, not which party is willing to giv e away 
more of the people’s money faster. 
For the first time in history , the ex ecu tiv e 
d epartment is manned from top to bottom with 
professional ad ministrators who hav e spent a 
lifetime learning how to ad minister. There has 
been an u npreced ented d elegation of au thority 
becau se there has been an u npreced ented q u al* 
ity of personnel to whom au thority cou ld be 
d elegated . The cpi ality is a tribu te to Dwight 
Eisenhower’s prestige. 
The cv abinet sy stem nev er has been more 
efficient. Observ ers hav e pointed ou t that Presi* 
d ent Eisenhower’s improv ements in it will be 
ad opted as the permanent pattern of fed eral 
ad ministration for the fu tu re. 
We like that as well as we like Ike. 
It is gov ernment we pay for and hope to get 
when we su pport a national ad ministration. Un­ 
d er Presid ent Eisenhower we’re getting it. 


The Unknown Candidates 
The Associated Press has reported a mix u p 
in Pittsbu rgh, where Sen. John F. Kenned y of 
Massachu setts iv as referred to first as Sen. 
Wagner of New York, then as Sen. John Fitz­ 
gerald of points u nknown before his local hosts 
at a banq u et u nscrambled their thou ghts. 
This happens all the time to the sy mbols of 
gov ernment and pu blic life, and the reason is 
clear. It is becau se the sy mbols are more im­ 
portant than the men and women behind them, 
especially in election y ears. 
The same thing is tru e of the people that 
pu blic figu res mingle with and the commu nities 
they v isit. The people, instead of being in­ 
d iv id u als, tu rn into masses and minorities. The 
commu nities, instead of being places where 
people work together and share triu mphs and 
d isappointments, are strategical cou rses of 
v otes. 
Fortu nately , it all comes to an end in its 
own good time. The men and women lay 
asid e their sy mbolism and become personali­ 
ties again. Members of the U.S. Senate pu t 
their arms arou nd each other’s shou ld ers and 
stroll to the lu nch room. Voters q u it being Dem- 
oracbs and Repu blicans and become citizens 
again. 
Sen. Kenned y may hav e lu nch some d ay 
with Sen. John Fitzgerald of points u nknown, 
if he can find him. Or with y ou ng Bob Wagner, 
if Wagner tu rns ou t to be the new New York 
senator, instead of 
a Repu blican 
contend er 
named Jacob K. Jav its, who sy mbolizes some­ 
thing else. In that ev ent, Sen. Kennery cou ld 
hav e lu nch with Jav its.

est lev el scientists — the most re­ 
pu table bod y

scientific world — d eclared that 
biological d amage from the testing 
of atomic bombs “hag been es­ 
sentially negligible.** 
The same report said rad ioactiv ­ 
ity from med ical and d ental X-ray s 
is far more ex tensiv e than 
all 
the tests from H-bombs cou ld be 
for 30 y ears to come. 
Is Mr. 
Stev enson a g a i n s t all d ental 
X-ray s? 
To try to win an election by at­ 
tempting to frighten the electo­ 
rate and at the same time to u rge 
the toking of chances with Ameri­ 
can secu rity at a critical time in 
history is an offense the eq u al 
of which no cand id ate for the 
presid ency has ev er committed . 
If, as Mr. Stev enson conced es in 
one part of his speech, the Ru s­ 
sians cannot be tru sted to keep 
an agreement, why stop American 
tests of the su perbombs at all? 
Why giv e the Commu nists an ad ­ 
v antage of sev eral months — or 
ev en a few weeks? 


THERE ARE sev eral contrad ic­ 
tory passages in the Stev enson 
speech which will make many v ot­ 
ers wond er what kind of mind the 
Democratic party nominee has and 
what sort of ju d gment they can ex ­ 
pect from the man who aspires 
to be command er-in-chief of the 
army , the nav y and the air force. 
Und er ex isting law, Mr. Stev en­ 
son, if elected presid ent, wou ld 
hav e sole au thority ov er what to 
d o with su perbombs and whether 
to u se them ait all. 
He wou ld , of cou rse, hav e no 
au thority ov er the ev il men in the 
Kremlin or any way of knowing 
their intent. 
Yet, in one part of his speech, 
he say s he wou ld n’t tru st them 
and in another part he is willing to 
take a chance and wait and see. 
In the first part of the speech, 
Mr. Stev enson rightly say s, “We 
hav e learned that u nilateral d is­ 
armament inv ites rather than d e­ 


ters aggression.’* Bu t he g oes 
ahead , nev ertheless, to 
d efend 
the id ea 
of u nilateral or 
one­ 
sid ed aband onment of tests not far 
d ifferent in effect from what he 
proposed last April in a pu blic 
speech in Washington before the 
American Society of Newspaper 
Ed itors. 
Mr. Stev enson ad mits that “u n- 
til there is world wid e agreement 
on an effectiv e sy stem of balanced 
arms red u ctions with ad eq u ate 
safegu ard s,’’ the U n i t e d States 
mu st maintain its d efenses. He 
then ad d s: 
“All ou r efforts to work ou t any 
safe, reliable, effectiv e sy stem of 
inspection to prev ent ev asion 
of 
arms a g r e e m e nts hav e been 
blocked by the Sov iet ru lers. They 
will not agree to let u s inspect 
them; we cannot agree to d isarm 
u nless we can inspect them. And 
the matter has been d ead locked 
there fore elev en y ears.** 
.BUT FURTHER on in the same 
speech the Democratic nominee 
retu rns to the id ea of ta. one-sid ed 
d iscontinu ance of H-bomb tests by 
anticipating a broken pled ge by 
the Ru ssians. He say s: 
“In short, H-bomb testing re­ 
q u ires no inspection. We will know 
it when it 
happens 
any where, 
and by stu d y ing the d u st from 
that ex plosion we can d etermine 
what progress the other cou ntry 
has mad e. This means that if any 
cou ntry broke 
its 
pled ge we 
wou ld know it and cou ld promptly 
resu me ou r testing.” 
Bu t why take any chances, es­ 
pecially since 
officials 
of the 
Atomic Energy 
Commission say 
it takes many months — and not a 
few weeks — to make prepara­ 
tions for H-bomb tests? 
There is some ev id ence, too, that 
tests can be concealed . Mr. Stev ­ 
enson himself isn’t su re that any 
good wou ld come from aband oning 
ou r tests while the Ru ssians, ev en 
thou gh pled ged not to d o any test­ 
ing, 'failed to 
keep 
their word . 
He said toward the end of his 
Mond ay night speech: 
“In the meantime — frankly be­ 
cau se bitter ex perience has prov ed 
that we cannot rely ev en on the 
firm agreement of one bloc of 
world powers — we will proceed 
both with the prod u ction of hy d ro­ 
gen weapons and with fu rther re- 
se:rch in the field.** 
Then why tru st theCommu nists 
now? Also, what is meant by 
“fu rther research”? Scientists say 
research withou t tests is not ad e­ 
q u ate. 
Mr. Stev enson has been mis­ 
led by his “left-wing ad v isers into 
the worst bu ngle in mod ern poli­ 
tics. 
He is gambling that the pu blic 
will not u nd erstand or giv e weight 
to the tru th es rev ealed to them 
by the highest stand ing scientists 
of the cou ntry . 
He ev id ently believ es the people 
will accept as tru th the stu mp 
speeches of a cand id ate who is will­ 
ing to make almost any claim in 
the hope of getting elected . 
It is a fantastic gamble — a 
cu riou s id ea of the cred u lity of 
the American people. 


Financial Indigestion

NEW YORK to — Od d thing 
abou t tod ay ’s good times is how 
so many of the world ’s trou bles 
here and abroad are being laid 
to it. 
The rich d iet — pleasant and 
tasty for most—is blamed for a 
nu mber of cases of ind u strial and 
financial ind igestion. 
In the U. S. bu sinessmen are 
so pleased with the present pros­ 
perity and so confid ent of ev en 
better things to come that they 
are ru shing to ex pand . 
Some warn that these plans 
may prov e too big for the na­ 
tion’s economy to su pport if in­ 
d u stries try to crowd all of them 
in at once. 
The first pangs of ind igestion 
h a v e been d iagnosed as tight 
money . 
Demand for record financing 
and for a hu ge su pply of mate­ 
rials for new plants and eq u ip­ 
ment has strained the capacity of 
the banks and inv estors. So fi­ 
nancing has been hard to find in 
some cases and more ex pensiv e 
in all cases. 
The good times that encou raged 
a host of newly prosperou s citi- 
ens to take on a home of their 
own, 
complete 
with mortgage, 
hav e spawned a lot of trou bles for 
cities and su bu rbs and traffic en­ 
gines. 
Straining to su pply this host of 
new home owners with water and 
electricity , 
with 
sewers 
and 
streets, with schools and hospitals 
has 
brou ght 
major 
head aches. 
And state and local gov ernments 
try ing to find the fu nd s to meet 
their problems hav e ru n smack 
into the high cost of borrowing. 
The stand ard of liv ing has risen 
marked ly —to ev ery one’s d elight. 
Bu t some now complain that their 
present pay checks 
seem 
barely 
to cov er the pay ments on all the 
good things they enjoy , and to 
hold ou t little hope of prov id ing 
all the other things they now feel 
they mu st hav e. 
The u rge to borrow for these 
things, to find money to finance 
more mortgages, pu ts the citizen 
in a competitiv e race with the 
corporations and the gov ernment 
alsb seeking fu nd s to keep u p with 
the good times. 
Abroad there hav e been some 
v ariations on this story . 
For months the English « n- 


joy ed fu ll employ ment and rising 
incomes. People hav e u sed their 
new fou nd wealth to bu y the gad g­ 
ets that IO y ears 
ago they ’d 
nev er hav e d reamed of owning. 
Prices hav e risen with wages. 
Bu t what worries the English 
gov ernment is that the English 
people hav e been snapping u p the 
good s that the gov ernment wants 
manu factu rers to ped d le in world 
markets. And the d omestic d e­ 
mand for good s has led the fac­ 
tories to import materials at a 
faster rate than British finished 
good s are ex ported . The resu lt 
has been inflation and a financial 
crisis for the gov ernment. 
In France ind u strial prosperity 
has led to a price stru ctu re so 
high that French good s are find ­ 
ing world markets hard to crack.

Hou se record of his own— points 
with prid e to past performances 
of the Demicrats, belittles the Re­ 
pu blicans, and in general makes 
the same kind of promises as 
Eisenhower: ex pansion end action 
on measu res alread y d iscu ssed . 
One notable d ifference between 
the two men i§ in their farm pro­ 
grams: 
Eisenhower assu res the 
farmers they ’ll make ou t fine u n- 


icy ; Stev enson say s they ’ll d o bet­ 
ter with higher rigid su pports. 
Eisenhower so far has not gone 
into d etails on any thing he’s prom­ 
ised . Stev enson has gone into d e­ 
tail on three programs: health, 
ed u cation, and old er people. 
If two of Stev enson’s id eas can 
be consid ered new, these are the 
ones: 
1. He was proposed the United 
States take the lead toward end ­ 
ing H-bomb tests. If he is su ggest­ 
ing they be end ed withou t ironclad 
agreement with Ru ssia to d o the 
same, that wou ld be new. Bu t it 
still is not clear precisely what he 
has in mind . 
2. Instead of offering the kind 
of school aid bill d ebated in Con­ 
gress this y ear — to giv e states 
money only for bu ild ing schools — 


Stev enson su ggests fed eral aid to 
meet v ariou s need s of the state. 
For ex ample: one might need 
money to train teachers more 
than to bu ild schools. 
Eisenhower and Stev enson, os is 
u su al in a campaign, hav e ex ag­ 
gerated the d ifferences between 
them and between their parties. 
Bu t tho general similarity of their 
programs can be seen from this 
list which both hav e proposed : 
Erasing the schoolroom short­ 
age; prosperity for the farmers, 
althou gh by d ifferent method s; 
med ical research; hou sing; jobs 
for old er people; steps to ease 
u nemploy ment; soil conserv ation; 
water resou rces d ev elopment and 
new su pplies of power; special 
laws to protect small bu siness 
men; peacefu l u se of atomic ener­ 
gy .

You are d riv ing home in the d u sk, 
say , with no nostalgic thou ghts in 
mind —nothing bu t left-ov er frag­ 
ments of the work y ou hav e been 
d oing all d ay . You get a whiff 
of a leaf bonfire and there it is 
again . . . 
All the sweet pain of recollec­ 
tion ru nning back to times and 
things so d istant y ou cannot cata­ 
log them. 
Is it the same thing 
that cau ses a hu nting d og that 
nev er has tracked a 
rabbit 
to 
know what the smejl of a rabbit 
means? Or is it merely that the 
od or of leav es being consu med by 
fire is an olfactory remind er of au t­ 
u mn in y ou r own life? 
The more I think abou t this the 
more I am inclined to believ e it 
is recollection that reaches back 
into remote time, like the smell 
of spring in May that tu rns winter- 
slu ggish blood into water and 
cau ses 
strange 
and 
wond erfu l 
things to happen to the hu man 
mind . 
It mu st be the smell itself that 
stimu lates the reaction, not the 
season in which it occu rs. I hav e 
ex perienced it in spring and the 
su mmer when leav es were being 
bu rned . To the best of my knowl­ 
ed ge, the reaction was a potent 
when I was a child as it is now, 
when I possess au tu mn thou ghts 
accu mu lated in my lifetime. 
There are other od ors that com­ 
monly go with au tu mn which are 
only slightly less stimu lating—d y ­ 
ing grass wet d own with 
d ew, 
wood smoke on frosty nights, the 
boosky perfu me of wood lots on 
au tu mn mid -d ay s. 
These to mu st be olfactory ref­ 
erence points in man’s formless 
recollections of his past—stimu li 
that rev iv e u nknown and u nknow­ 
able patterns in the complex ity of 
his brain—things that prompt him 
to bay at the moon withou t know­ 
ing why or hav ing any way to 
find ou t. 
Perhaps the lower animals with 
no consciou s recollection and no 
ability to wond er why are more 
fortu nate than man in this respect. 
They merely obey their instincts 
and bay for the pleasu re they get 
ou t of it. Or they mope or frolic, 
y ield ing u nresistingly and happily 


to the world that su rrou nd s them. 
When leav es fall, they roll in 
them. When spring comes, they 
take their ease u nd er a tree be­ 
sid e the peacefu l waters. 
And when the inner prompting 
comes, they bay at the moon.

Howard Hanson, comp oser and d i­ 
rector of the Eastm an School of 
Mu sic. Head ing the science d iv i­ 
sion is Prof. Roger Ad ams of the 
Univ ersity of Illinois. Head ing the 
ed u cation d iv ision is Dr. Jam es 
Phinney Bax ter, p resid ent of Wil­ 
liams College.

ILA Again Wins 
Waterfront Vote 


- Ousted Union Selected 
By Dock Workers 


N5W YORK UP) — The Interna­ 
tional Longshoremens Assn., 64- 
y ear-old orphan of organized la­ 
bor, has scored a 'ballot box v ic­ 
tory to retain its right to repre­ 
sent the 22,000 waterfront work ers 
in the Port of New York . 
The National Labor Relations 
Board annou nced today that long­ 
shoremen and other dock work ers 
had v oted 11,827 to 7 ,428 in fav or 
of the ILA against the AFL-CIO 
International 
B r o t h e r h o o d of 
Longshoremen (IRL). 
This is the third time in three 
y ears that the ILA has beaten 
challenges by the IBL, set u p by 
the AFL as a riv al after the AFL 
ou sted the ILA on charges of fail­ 
ing to rid itself of rack et and 
crime elements. That was before 
the merger of the AFL and CIO. 
The ILA v ictories in the two pre­ 
v iou s elections were by slim mar- 
gins. 
The ELA’s cou nsel said the new 
v ictory shou ld lead the AFL-CIO 
to “welcome back ” the ou sted 
u nion. 
Resu lts of the election, held at 
six polling places in New York 
City and on the northern New Jer« 
sey side of the port, were an­ 
nou nced at 12:55 a.m. — abou t six 
hou rs after the polls closed. 
In addition to the ILA-IBL tally , 
the NLRB reported 1,107 ballots 
challenged and to be adju dicated; 
143 v otes for no u nion; an 92 bal­ 
lots declared v oid. 
The orderly condu ct of the elec­ 
tion won praise from officials of 
the Police Department and the 
Waterfront Commission of New 
York Harbor. 
A similar election between the 
two u nions in December 1953 was 
mark ed by stabbings and brawls. 
The resu lts of that election, in 
which the ILA was the apparent 
v ictor, 
were set aside by the 
NLRB. The NLRB ordered a new 
election, and in May 1954, the ILA 
won 9,407 to 9,144. 
The IRL re­ 
su med its organizing efforts 
and 
campaigning, and institu ted Wed­ 
nesday ’s new test of strength.

Floy d Hillman a place on the Nov . 
6 ballot as a candidate for Scioto

The 6-0 decision affirmed a writ 
of mandamu s granted by an ap­ 
pellate cou rt requ iring the cou nty 
board of elections to omit Hill­ 
m an's name from the ballot. 
O. Carson Bark iow, cou nty engi­ 
neer since 1937 and Democratic 
candidate for re-election, obtained 
the writ against his wou ld-be Re­ 
pu blican opponent. BarMow con­ 
tended Hillman was ineligible as 
a candidate becau se he was not a 
registered su rv ey or a t the time he 
ack nowledged his candidacy . 
Hillman was n o m i n a t e d by 
write-in v otes in the May 8 pri­ 
m ary election bu t did not obtain 
a su rv ey or’s license u ntil after 
pay ing his wiling fee for the can­ 
didacy . The cou rt said this made 
him ineligible as a candidate. 
In another action, the cou rt af­ 
firmed for a second time an ap­ 
pellate cou rt order for Tu scarawas 
Cou nty commissioners to prov ide 
cou rt and ju ry room space fox 
Probate Ju dge Ralph Finley 
Finley brou ght the mandamu s 
action to obtain space adjacent to 
the cou rt’s present qu arters now 
occu pitd by the cou nty recorder. 
The Su preme Cou rt rev ersed the 
original order and retu rned the 
case for testimony on the need for 
additional space. After hearing the 
ev idence, the a p p e l l a t e cou rt 
granted the writ and a second ap­ 
peal went to the Su preme cou rt. 
In other actions, the cou rt:

in 
Belmont 
Cou nty which held for the remov al 
of Joel T. Yost and C. C Sedg­ 
wick , Bellaire, as tru stees of the 
estate of George W Yost, who 
died Dec. 13, 1931. Violet A. Moll, 
a beneficiary , brou ght the su it. 
Unanimou sly rev ersed an $8,000 
award to Albert Peleps, You ngs­ 
town, against Homer J. Oliv er in 
a traffic accident su it and retu rn­ 
ed the case to the trial cou rt for 
fu rther proceedings. Peleps was 
inju red in an accident at Johnson, 
Tru mbu ll Cou nty , on Sept. 14, 1949.

MINUTE MAID 
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Coof Lemon Snow Recalls Memories 
Winter 


Nothing could be more sugges­ 
tive of cold days of winter than a 
light 
airy dessert appropriately 
called snow. 
Unflavored gelatin permits the 
fresh fruit flavor to be appreciated 
while a delicate custard sauce tops 
each serving. 
To prepare the snow, use: I en­ 
velope unflavored gelatin, IV4 cups 
cold water, % cup sugar, Vt tea­ 
spoon salt, I teaspoon grated lime 
or V4 cup lemon rind lime or lem­ 
on juice, 2 unbeaten egg whites. 
Sprinkle gelatin on % cup of the 
cold water in top of the double boil­ 
er to soften. Place over boiling 
water and stir until gelatin is dis­ 
solved. Remove from heat. Add su­ 
gar, salt, lime or lemon rind, lime 
or lemon juice and remaining Vt 
cup cold water; stir until sugar is 
dissolved. 
Chill until consistency of un­ 
beaten egg white. (To chill quick­ 
ly, half fill lower part of double 
boier with ice cubes and water; 
sprinke with 2 tablespoons salt. 


Set upper part of double boiler 
with gelatin mixture over ice wait­ 
er; chill until mixture is the con­ 
sistency of unbeaten egg' white, 
stirring frequently). 
Add egg whites; beat with elec­ 
tric or rotary beater until mixture 
begins to hold its shape. T ura into 
a 6-cup mold or individual molds, 
or spoon into dessert dishes, chill 
until firm. 
Serve 
with 
Custard 
Sauce which utilizes remaining two 
egg yolks. 


For the custard sauce, use: I Vz 
cups milk, I whole egg, 2 egg yolks, 
3 tablespoons sugar, Vt teaspoon 
salt, I teaspoon vanilla. 
Put milk, whole egg, egg yolks, 
sugar and salt in top of double boil­ 
er. Beat with rotary beater until 
blended. Place over hot, not boiling 
water and cook, stirring constantly, 
until mixture thickens slightly and 
coats 
the 
spoon. Remove 
from 
heat; add vanilla. Cool.
